The engine and tender 
were over on their side, and one 
of the crew could be seen berteath. 
Fortunately there was no fire.” 

The derailed coaches fell into a 
mangold field of a 300-acre farm 
adjoining *-~ -ailway line. 

Rescue workers toiled throughout 
the day to take the dead and injured 
from a 30 feet high heap of twisted 
steel and woodwork. Among the 
dead were some children. Oxygen 
was supplied to two persons 
believed to be an elderly couple in 
danger of suffocating beneath the 
body of a kilted soldier. The body 
of the soldier was removed later. 


SAW THE CRASH 


Signalman H. Nash, of Berk-

REICH DEBTS 


No: progress appears to have 


been achieved on the question of 
recognition of Reich debts. Apart 
from the need to maintain a stable 
society, the solvency of banks and 
insurance companies is implicit in 
such recognition, and Britain is 
believed -to be pressing for it. 

Much progress has been made on 
the question of the restitution of 
stolen machinery. Progress has also 
been made in drafting measures by 
which to secure for the Allies 
German assets in such neutral 
countries as Sweden, Spain and 
Portugal. . 

It is not clear whether only 
Official buildings and commercial 
enterprises wi seized .or 
whéther all Gérman property is to 
be sequestrated, including house 
property.

a new air agreement between 
Great Britain and the twenty-six 
counties, We. may. be allowed 
to hope, however, that, whether 


|formally or informally,’ he will 


take the opportunity to talk 
on other problems that affect the 
two countries. The chief pro- 
blem, of course, is that of the 
sterling assets, to a nominal 
il value of some £450,000, 000, which 
lie in England to Ireland's credit. 
The Government of. the United 
States is believed to be demand- 
ing that, as one condition of a 
very substantial loan from 
America on easy terms, the 
British shall “scale down ” their 
debts within the sterling area. 
That proposal, if it matures, will 
call for discussion between these 
neighbouring Governments, but 
we hardly think that it is suffi- 
ciently far advanced to require 
Mr.  Lemass’s presence in 
London. What, as we hope, he 
will do is to inquire when this 
country stands a chance of re- 
ceiving. goods in return for its 
sterling ‘assets, at whatever figure 
they eventually may be stabilised. 
A healthy “balance” at the 
Bank of England is a good thing 
to have, but the machinery that 
is necessary to set this country 
on the road to prosperity would 
be better still. How quickly Eng- 
land will. be in a. position to 
supply it, and by that means to 
work off the agreed proportion 
of her monetary debt to “this 
country—if Mr. Lemass can 
obtain a satisfactory answer to 
these questions, he will have done 
a good day’s work. 

So many things are needed 
before Ireland can set her feet 
firmly on the road to reconstruc- 
tion. The Government. has 
initiated an admirable scheme for 
the electrification of .the rural 
areas. When this plan comes to 
fulfilment it inevitably will repre- 
sent an unbounded improve- 
ment in the farmer’s lot. It will 
bring Him not merely the comfort 
of proper lighting,’ but, in the 
shape of motive power, the means 
of greater production. First, how- 
ever, we must have the machinery 
for generation—the machinery 
necessary to harness the Erne 
and other rivers, as well as the 
bogs—and then -must come the 
‘innumerable appurtenances of an 
electrical system—the high and 
low tension wires, the pylons, the 
transformers, the lamps, _ the 


motors. Great. Britain, as we. 


see it, remains our country’s chief 
source of supply for this material, 
because, whatever financial re- 
lationship may be established 
between Europe and America, it 
looks very much as if dollars will 
be comparatively scarce on this 
side of the, Atlantic for a long 
while yet: Other things will be 
needed, in addition to such 
apparatus. Building materials, 
tractors, lorries, petrol, all are 
required before the twenty- 
six. counties can hope to lay 
their full part in .this. new. and 
strenuous world. It will, be to 
Britain’s interest to supply them 
as soon as may be. Here, at 
least, is one market which is 
capable of putting many of her 
factories to work at an early 
date; and British Ministers have 
made no secret of their knowledge 
that an early resumption of pro- 
duction and of exporting 1s 
essential to their country’s re- 
covery. Mr,.Lemass—if, indeed, 
he does not confine himself. to 
talk about air transport—will find 
abundant scope for discussion 
with his. cross-Channel counter- 
parts. We are quite satisfied that 
he will make every possible use 
of the occasion. | -

After two such endurance tests; a 
film which lasted only an hour and a 
half is a relief, and more important, 
very few of those ninety-odd minutes 
me wasted on sentiment or spectacle.
